.When all allowance has been 


made for Hitler's superior armies, 
his resourcefulness, his daring, and 
the vital assistance by Germans 
living within the victim countries, 
his success can only be explained 
by another factor. This is nothing 
less than the presence among his 
enemies of what, since the Spanish 
civil war, has been known as the 
"fifth column." 


Since no country has ever been 


unanimous, a "fifth column" has 
existed potentially in every land in 
every war. But despotic or totali- 
tarian countries ruthlessly suppress 
it at home while exploiting it else- 
where. It is in a democracy that the 
"fifth column" can function most 
freely and effectively. It remained 
for Adolf Hitler's genius to raise 
the creation, strengthening organ- 
ization and activity of the "fifth 
column" in the countries that op- 
posed him to a decisive weapon. 


Hitler's View 


He said more or less openly that 


he would do so. He wrote: 


"We need armies. But we shall 


not use them as in 1914. The place 
of artillery will in the future be 
taken by revolutionary propaganda, 
to break down the enemy psycho- 
logically before the armies begin 
to function at all." 


The propaganda machine for cre- 


ating and sustaining a "fifth col- 
umn."—again according to Hitler's 
confessed theory—is of a double 
nature. On one side it aims at in- 
fluencing the masses. For this pur- 
pose Hitler in the present war util- 
izes his radio traitors. Lord Haw- 
haw for the English.

"Law and Order" Strikes 


Last week there was a strike at a lit- 


tle factory in Waukesha. The name of the 
place is of no importance. 
The point of 


controversy is no more important. 


But in order to get into the plant po- 


lice were sent to clear away a belligerent 
line of about 20 pickets. The police were 
not sufficient for the job. Next day more 
police were brought, and tjie pickets were 
swept aside by force of numbers and ex- 
cess of weight.

held the line the head of the company 
depressingly remarked, "That's what they 
call peaceful picketing.'' He had further 
obsoi rations to make concerning "law and 
ord«r," the beauty of the one and the ab- 
sence of the other. 


But the quoted language is likely to 


laise visions. An industrial dispute arises. 
The men employed have some grievance, 
real or imaginary, and they quit. 
The 


manager says that the labor market is 
overflowing, so those who do not like his 
terms can go fishing. The business runs 
as usual, the men lose their jobs, and a 
situation exists where the employer is not 
only master of his property but supreme 
ruler of his employes. 
Such would be a 


perfect case of "law and order" according 
to some opinion?. But the result would 
, be disgraceful. 
It would be so wrong 


most employers, we believe, would have 
nothing to do with it. 


The example at Waukesha, the livid 


faces of the pickets, the equally livid face 
of thc employer, should all remind us that 
we still have some considerable distance 
to go in justly solving industrial contro- 
versies. If strikes arc to be given the 
importance that should be accorded them 
greater caution must be exercised in their 
calling, and much greater care must be 
taken in permitting fals.e or criminal lead- 


To date we do not go forward in the 


respects mentioned, else it might inter- 
fere with the grand floats of the Wagner 
law which are expected to be used in 
some campaign parade. How can the pass- 
age of a law be used to political advan- 
tage if it must be seriously amended? 


And yet it should be evident to the 


workers, if not to the politicians and la- * 
bor racketeers, that the more important a 
strike becomes in our lives and the more 
cautiously it is called, the more surely 
the rights of the genuine and sweating 
worker will be protected. 


A Barrage of 
Balloons and Cables 


Nothing has ever been constructed to 


destroy that did not beget a new method 
or instrument of defense.

But a listening device and depth 
bombs thrown from fleet destroyers have 
so far cramped the submarine's action 
that it has not been placed among the 
really important deciders of conflict. 


London is surrounded with hundreds 


of sausages lazily floating so high in the 
air they look like pinpoints. 
Some of 


them are 10,000 feet up. 
They are at- 


tached to trucks on the ground by steel 
cable. 
It is these steel cables that chill 


the hearts of the attackers. 


A night attack is almost out of the 


question. Striking a cable a 300-mile-an- 
hour bomber is wrecked. In daylight the 
attackers are driven up so high that 
accurate aim is practically out of the 
question. Spaced with utter irregularity, 
some high, some low, some medium, these 
balloons make the maneuvers of thc at- 
tackers such a delicate problem demand- 
ing so much attention that in the few 
seconds left thorn to attend to their busi- 
ness of destruction little is accomplished. 


A recent attack upon these balloons sent 


some of them to the ground. But they are 
quickly replaced. 
If Germany must send 


hundreds of planes just to attack the bal- 
loons, and then only rid the air of them 
until replacements shoot up. she is nec- 
essarily diverted bv great expense and 
Jo--s from her main objective which is on 
Ir-c ground.

The legislators were duly 
impressed. They applauded lustily. 
Then Herman completely won them 
over by singing "My Country Tis 
of Thee." 


The appropriation was approved i 


however, they might inquire more 
about the child.

mal boy who went to the public 
school for hearing children till he 
was 10 years of age.

Degrees Of Deafness

a child possesses. Some children in 
the School for the Deaf can hear 
the teacher's voice by means of an 
ear trumpet or electrical amplifying 
device.

I am an educational iconoclast this 
week, but I want to reveal some 
pertinent facts about the education 
of our deaf children. 


Since I spent five years delving 


into problems of the deaf while 
serving as Research 
Psychologist 


under auspices of the National Re- 
search Council and the Carnegie 
Institution. I can discuss this sub- 
ject from first-hand experience and 
not as a theorist or "brain trustcr." 


If children do not lose their hear- 


ing until after they have already 
learned how to speak, they may 
stiir talk fluently even after scarlet 
fever or other factors have later 
produced stone deafness. 


But I have never heard anybody 


speak with even passable intelligi- 
bility, however, who had lost all 
hearing in infancy. Many of you 
know 
what I mean 
by having 


heard Helen Keller, who has cer- 
tainly had every possible advantage 
in an effort to teach her how to 
speak. 


Hoodwinking A Legislature 


It has not been uncommon for 


some of our educators of the deaf to 
use propaganda on their slate legis- 
latures in order to spc£d up the O. 
K. of the school's annual appropria- 
tion. 


As in Herman's case today, they 


may select a child from the School 
for the Deaf, and have him recite' 
ennobling poetry or sing the na-' 
tional anthem. 


"See what we can accomplish 


with deaf children?" they ask or 
intimate by an expressive open ges- 
ture of the hands. 


And the legislators think it is 


wonderful, so they seldom quibble, i 
If they really used "horse sense".

Removing Iced Tea Glasses 


Dear Mrs. Post: Should iced tea 


glasses be removed when tho table 
is cleared before dessert? 


Answer: Usually, but not neces- 
sarily. 


Ideal waterlily weather, plus the 


additions of food to the waterlily 
roots in any of the various recom- 
mended forms, has caused an extra 
amount of leaves to appear in gar- 
den pools. 
While the leaves are 


beautiful, and sometimes as decor- 
ative as are the blooms, they cast a 
dense shade on the roots and they 
may retard blooming. 


Waterlily roots need warm water 


and the benefits derived from a 
good portion of the day's sunshine 
if they are to give maximum pro- 
duction. The leaves then should be 
thinned out. 


Thinning out waterlily leaves, or 


pads, is a difficult task. It is best 
handled by taking a knife into the 
pool. Hip boots or a bathing suit 
are required when this is done. 


Since many garden pools are 


small we can do the job with a pair 
of scissors. They cut as well un- 
der water as they do above and 
they serve well for those plants 
that arc set near the edge. It is 
difficult, however, to reach some 
of the plants. 
Lengthening the 


scissors by tieing wooden dowels to 
the 
grips extends 
their 
useful 


range. The size of the pool will 
dictate the length of the dowels. 


For long reaches, try inserting a 


discarded razor blade in a sliltcd 
pole, such as a fishing rod. Cuts at 
great distances can thus be made.
